As Anti-Slip 


In order to redeem Edmon- 
ton from a fast gaining im- 
Pression that it is the dirtiest 
city in all Canada due to the 
use of black cinders on snow- 
coated streets, City Commis- 
sioners have been asked to re- 
Port as to sand available for a 
substitute. 

At a recent meeting of 
council, Ald. Blair Paterson re- 
quested a report on the cost of 
sprinkling sidewalks with sand 
and salt instead of cinders, 
City Engineer A. W. Haddow 
explained that while a mixture 
of sand and salt was used in 
the downtown section when 

sidewalks were slippery, if the 
use of this mixture were ex- 
tended to all ctiy sidewalks the 
added cost would be about $5,- 
000 a year. 

Ald. Paterson questioned this 
cost, believing the city could 
obtain a supply of sand from 
city-owned property which 
would reduce the estimated ex- 
penditure given. 

According to his computation, 
about 3,000 yards of cinders 
were used on Edmonton streets 
during the course of the year 
“and this adds to the dust 
nuisance in the city.”

Another general election was 
considered almost certain early in 
the new year, possibly coinciding 
with an election to fill the newly- 
created post of president of Ire- 
jand. The fact that Eamon De 
Valera’s Fianna Fail party has but 
67 seats in the Dail (parliament) 
against 69 for the combined other) 
parties has constituted an embar- 
rassment for the government since, 
the election of last July 1. 


DE VALERA DECLINES 

It is understood that Sean OKel- | 
ly, vice-president of the executive 
council, will be announced short- 
ly as the Fianna Fail choice for the 
presidency. Alfred Byrne, peren- 
nial lord mayor of Dublin, already 
has announced he will stand for 
election unless Mr. De Valera is a 
candidate. Mr. De Valera has de-! 
clined the nomination and under 
the constitution becomes 
taoiseach (prime minister). 
provincial opposition par. 
Fine Gael headed by W. 
grave, is not expected to aa a 
candidate in the presidential elec-! 
tion but will probably throw its 
weight behind Mr. Byrne. 

Through the League of Nations 
and diplomatic representatives 
abroad, the governments of the 
world have been officially inform- 
ed of the change of name and the 
coming into operation of the new 
constitution.

The epi- 
demic raged from June through 
October, leaving more than 1,000 


patients in splints or on frames for | 
many months due to after-effects. 

While aimed chiefly at cancer 
research, the Canadian Medical As- 
sociation’s proposal to co-ordinate 
medical and scientific effort in a 
branch of the present national re- 
search council also embraces study 
of infantile paralysis. | 

The medical association is 
recommending to the Rowell 
Royal Commission on Dominion- 
provincial affairs the establish- 
ment of a medical resezrch coun- 
cil and will cite facts regarding 
the 1937 epidemic to drive home 
its recommendations, The C.M.A. 
brief will be presented at Ottawa 
sittings of the commission next 
month, 

Dr. T. C. Routley, official C.M.A 
observer before the commission, 
told The Canadian Press infantile 
paralysis “offers one of the great- 
est challenges to the medical pro- 
fession, to philanthropists and all 
others who support medical re- 
search.” 


PERFECTLY MOBILIZE 

“Never has Canada been 
fectly mobilized to cope with 
residual paralysis as now,” he 
added. “A great deal is being 
accomplished through the co-opera- 
tion of provincial health depart 
ments and health workers gen- 
erally, but long-range research is) 
urgently needed if this devastating | 
disease is to be conquered.” 

He warned that while statistics 
indicated next year’s incidence 
of polio would, in its ordinary 
cycle, be less, “no one knows 
where it will strike. It may per- 
haps make its greatest attack 
where it was practically absent 
this year.”

BUSSES FOR CARS 

Edmonton, like other cities, is moving in the 
direction of a radical change in its transportation 
system from the street car to the more mobile 
and less noisy bus. Commissioner Gibb pro- 
poses a ten year period of reconstruction and 
modernization, in which the prominent feature 
is the opening up of new bus routes, from resi- 
dential areas to and through the main business 
districts of the city. 

Busses running on these routes would com- 
pete with the street cars. Hitherto the bus has 
only supplemented the street railway service in 
sections where rails were not put down in the 
earlier years, and in one or two instances where 
the cars were withdrawn after years of service. 
It is to be inferred the bus has been found to be 
an economic and satisfactory substitute for the 
car on these routes. Its appearance as a com- 
petitor with the cars to and through the business 
area marks another step -toward the eventual 
abandonment of the cars and the substitution of 
busses throughout the city. i 

In other cities, some larger than Edmonton 
and some smaller, this transition is already 
definitely under way; in a few cases is now com- 
plete. Edmonton’s street railway and its equip- 
ment are wearing out. Heavy expense is in- 
evitable, either to repair the trackage and buy 
new cars, or to Teplace the cars with busses as 
they become obsolete. The latter course is in 
line with what is being done elsewhere, and is 
apparently justified by the experimental use of 
the bus on certain runs here.

LOTBINIERE 

The significance of the by-election in Lot- 
biniere i. t that the Liberal candidate won; h 
has always won, whoever he happened to be 
The important thing is that his Nationalist 
ponent was rejected, along with his cry of “no 
War, no armament, and greater autonomy for 
Quebec.” Unconditional pacifism, blind unpre- 
paredness, and aggressive provincialism were 
thus repudiated, and by the largest majority in 
the history of a riding where majorities always 
run into thousands. 

If the trend in Lotbiniere is any indication of 
the trend elsewhere in Quebec, the people of that 
province have no desire to offer Canada, un- 
armed and helpless, as a prize for any predatory 
power that may covet our resources. Nor any 
desire to pull the Dominion to pieces and sub- 
stitute a loose association of jangling provinces, 
each boasting a quasi independence it would be 
unable to support. 


AN EASY CONQUEST 

The Japanese armies are ramping around in 
China like the proverbial bull in the China shop, 
if one of those rampant quadrupeds ever did get 
into an establishment of that kind. They have 
captured the seventh provincial capital and now 
hold a corresponding number of provinces. Their 
original objective was five provinces, which 
according to the official spokesman were to be 
held indefinitely just to teach the Chinese 
to love their neighbors and stop suspecting them 
of predatory aims. 

But since Shanghai fell things have been going 
so smoothly for the invaders their ambitions 
have no doubt expanded with their progress. If 
five provinces why not seven, and if seven why 
not ten, or the whole country if the Chinese army 
continues to vanish as they advance? The race 
may not always be to the swift nor the battle to 
the strong, but the Japanese do not believe the 
Bible and for the time have pretty successfully 
demonstrated the contrary.

CANADIANS SET THE PACE 

This year approximately 12,000 Canadians 
registered on the visitors’ book at Canada House, 
London. This is not an estimate, but a fact 
stated by Hon. Vincent Massey, Canadian High 
Commissioner, while presiding at a Canada Club 
dinner held recently, when the King’s brother, 
the Duke of Gloucester, was guest of honor and 
chief speaker. 

Coronation ceremonies would account for the 
presence in London of so many Canadians; and 
no doubt there were others who neglected to 
register. This extensive tourist traffic from 
Canada to the heart of Empire was dwelt upon 
both by his Royal Highness and by the Chair- 
man. Mr. Massey said: “I hope that I am run- 
ning no risk of initiating a trade controversy 
when I say that Canadians would be happy to 
see a greater measure of reciprocity in this field.” 
—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


A CRITICAL VIEW 


The Canadian Government at this moment is 
seeking the consent of the provinces to the in- 
auguration of a federal plan of unemployment 
insurance and is paying very little regard to the 
question of cost. Few people quarrel with the 
principle of unemployment insurance, but there 
is a great deal of ground for criticism of the 
present federal policy from an actuarial point 
of view. In the first place, the Dominion pro- 
poses to provide unemployment insurance under 
conditions which promise a maximum liability, 
conditions which necessitate a maximum of ex- 
penditure as against a minimum contribution. 
The scheme is to be made to walk before it has 
crawled; it is to go into effect without financial 
preparation, and in conflict with the principles 
upon which sound insurance is based. The most 
that can be said of the enterprise is that an 
attempt is being made to do a right thing in a 
wrong way. 

A short time ago General Hugh S. Johnson 
gave a radio address on the social security tax 
of the United States, which address has been 
republished in the December 1 issue of Vital 
Speeches. 


General Johnson agrees that old age pensions 
and unemployment compensation are necessary, 
but he emphasizes the difference between the 
method pursued by insurance companies, the in- 
vestment of premiums, etc., and the practice of 
the United States Government in spending the 
proceeds of social security taxes on the various 
enterprises upon which it is engaged. There will 
be only debts in the social security reserve, noth- 
ing but a paper IOU. “It is not like the insurance 
companies, where there is property piled up to 
pay from; property bought through the years 
and held in trust until the debt is due.” Is this, 
or something like this, what is contemplated in 
Canada? If General Johnson is right, the United 
States Government, having spent the proceeds of 
the social security tax, will have to go on borrow- 
ing or taxing and the workers and consumers 
will have to go on paying, they and their 
children. The burden of the latter will be 
doubled and that of the grandchildren may be 
trebled. General Johnson insists that it is the 
poor who are paying and not the rich, that in- 
stead of distributing wealth the Government is 
distributing poverty, that the Federal Adminis- 
tration is, in fact, levying a new direct. income 
tax on the pretext that it is an insurance prem- 
ium and the money is being used for current 
spending. Johnson demands that the situation 
be changed, that what has been a terrible blun- 
der be rectified, and he adds: “Federal taxation 
must be levied on the principle of ability to pay. 
We can’t continue unlimited spending out of 
the pockets of the poor. If the Government can’t 
work out reserves of real values behind these 
savings on the principle of insurance, then this 
tax must be repealed, and social security paid 
for out of the current revenues of the Govern- 
ment in texes assessed where they can be paid 
with the least hardship,” etc. It is a strong in- 
dictment and it discloses a danger which this 
country, in dealing with questions of social 
security, will do well to consider and avoid.— 
Montreal Gazette. 


THE STORY OF THE BISON 


The annual thinning of the buffalo—or more 
properly bison—preserved in the Canadian 
National Buffalo Park near Wainwright in 
Alberta is now at hand. The herd there*has had 
an interesting history. In 1907 the Canadian 
Government purchased 716 pure-bred bison 
from an American rancher who had protected a 
remnant of these splendid beasts until it grew 
into a herd. Over 600 were placed in the Park 
near Wainwright. There they increased and 
multiplied until their numbers threatened to be- 
come too numerous for the grazing, and it be- 
came necessary to kill off a portion of the 
herd every year. Not all, however, were killed. 
Far away in the north of Alberta and in the 
adjoining North-West Territory there still sur- 
vived two herds of “wood buffalo,” survivors of 
a much larger population of bison which had 
once extended almost from the Peace River as 
far as the Great Slave Lake. In 1903 the Can- 
adian Government gave timely orders for their 
protection. A huge tract of almost uninhabited 
country was reserved for them, under the name 
of Wood Buffalo Park, and after the War surplus 
bison from the Wainwright Park were frequent- 
ly sent to stock this empty region. 

It was a practice criticized by some Canadian 
naturalists on the ground that the “wood buf- 
falo” were a different race from the “prairie 
buffalo”; that the resultant hybrid race would 
be less fitted to survive near the northern limit 
of the bison’s range; and that it might be less 
fertile. These fears have proved groundless. Mr. 
Raup, an American naturalist who recently 
studied the bison in the Wood Buffalo Park, re- 
ported that the newcomers were doing well and 
that there was no evidence that crossing pro- 
duced any degenerction; he only recommended 
that some specimens of the pure woodland race, 
the Bos americanus athabascae, should be ob- 
tained for museums before the mixed breed had 
become predominant. His report on their habits 
showed that they were genuinely wild beasts, 
living largely in winter on the sedges in frozen 
marshlands, suffering at times from the attacks 
of wolves, much troubled by “bulldog flies” in 
late sumer, now and again perishing in swamps

| Men have eaten the eggs of turkeys, geese, 
ducks, ostriches and even reptiles, but from a 
standpoint of nourishment there is very little 
difference between the eggs of different birds. 
However, because of economic factors, the eggs 
of hens are most commonly used. 


It is estimated that every man, woman and 
child on this continent eats an average of two 
hundred eggs a year. Eggs are one of the most 
valuable kinds of food from which protein or 
muscle-building material can be obtained, and 
they may be prepared in such a variety of ways 
that they do not become tiresome. Even those 
who are attempting to use a vegetable dict 
usually include eggs and in this way manage to 
secure sufficient protein to remain well. 

Most people will find they are able to use be- 
tween one and two egés daily, and a good aver- 
age for a week is probably ten to twelve eggs. 
A very large amount of the white of the egg may 
be used by anyone. A few people find the yolk 
of the egg contains such a large amount of sul- 
phur that it gives rise to digestive disturbance 
when used to excess. However, one or two eggs 
daily should not inconvenience anyone in good 
health. 

{n purchasing eggs, try to get them as fresh- 
laid as possible, as the fresher they are, the better 
the flavor. Eggs may be kept in cold storage in 
a fresh condition for a long time so that a pro- 
perly prepared cold storage egg may almost be 
termed a fresh egg. The color of the shell is 
immaterial, as it has nothing to do with the 
nutritive value of the egg. 

In choosing eggs in the market it is well to 
pay some attention to their size, for two good 
sized eggs may weigh more than three small 
pullet eggs. The white of the egg is almost pure 
albumen, dissolved in water. The yolk contains 
a large amount of fat, and also phosphorous and 
sulphur. In addition it contains lecithin, which 
is beneficial in promoting growth and building a 
Strong nervous system. Eggs contain vitamins 
A, B and D; also iron. They are in the acid- 
forming class and therefore must be balanced by 
using qualtities of alkaline-forming foods, such 
as vegetables, which, however, need not be 
taken at the same meal, but should be used some- 
time during the day. 

Some patients with a tendency to biliousness 
believe that eggs are bad for the liver. I find 

| this may be true only when too many other nour- 
ishing foods are used at the same meal, or when 
| too many kinds of protein are used on the same 


’ day on which the eggs are taken. 


When cooking eggs, remember that they are 
more easily digested when partially cooked, and 
are hard to digest when used raw or when 

| cooked very hard. The poorest way to prepare 
eggs is by frying, as this makes them hard to 
digest.

QUESTION—"A Messenger Boy” writes: “I 
am troubled with feet that perspire a great deal. 
Although the feet are washed frequently, this 
doesn’t help much. What should I do for this 
condition?” 

ANSWER: Many patients are troubled great- 
| ly with sweating feet having a disagreeable odor. 
| In such cases the best thing to do is to use Epsom 
| salt baths twice each day, drying the feet, and 


sifting talcum powder between the toes and over 

the feet. You should wear the newest shoes you 

| have and continue with this cleansing of the feet 
until there is no more noticeable sweating. Then 
it is all right to wash the feet at night with soap 
and water and to powder them each morning be- 
fore donning a fresh pair of hose. In some cases 
bathing the feet in hot and then cold water will 
do a great deal to overcome sweating, as it tones 
up the skin. 

QUESTION—Miss Alethe S. asks: “Will you 
please tell me what to do for a weak stomach? 
After eating my breakfast I become very 
nauseated.” 

ANSWER: Your trouble is more than likely 
due to some reflex cause such as a faulty position 
of the stomach, uterus or intestines. Undue pres- 
sure upon the pelvic organs is a frequent cause 
of nausea. A good diagnosis of your case by a 
physician who uses the X-ray would determine 
the cause of your nausea.

The results of the protection of bison in 
Canada are more impressive and welcome when 
it is realized that in 1887 the Report of the United 
States National Museum estimated the total of 
live bison in the whole North American Contin- 
ent at 1,019. In that year there were only eighty- 
five wild bison left in the United States; 456 
survived in parks and zoological gardens, and 
the balance was made up by the “wood buf- 
faloes” of the far north. A major zoological 
tragedy was indeed only just averted by a few 
public-spirited men who protected the survivors 
of the millions that had once ranged from Dakota 
to Texas. The story of their wasteful destruction 
makes melancholy reading. No doubt the in- 
vasion of the prairie zone by the white cattle- 
breeder and farmer must have proved fatal to 
the bison in any case,+but their extermination 
reflected no credit on either the white or the 
Indian. The construction of the Union Pacific 
Railway divided the bison into two herds; for 
the beasts fled fifty miles from each side of the 
| railway as if they could foresee what it would 

bring them. In the three years 1872-74 white 

hunters killed over 3,000,000 of the southern 
herd, and it had been wiped out by 1880. The 
| building of the North Pacific Railway completed 
| the destruction of the northern herd in 1883. 
| Herds were rounded up and shot to the last calf. 
Professional hunters killed scores of beests at a 
time, took their hides and tongues, and left the 
carcasses to rot. The Indians, who used the hides 
of cow bisons by preference, showed, according 
to the same authority, “a recklessness of the 
future that was not to be expected of savages, 
though perhaps ... natural to civilized white 
men who place the... dollar above everything 
else.” Indeed the history of the American buffalo 
between 1860 and 1883 leaves us wondering, not 
that so few survived, but that any survived at

It is 
designed to form the basis for a 
permanent land policy which will} 
for all time prevent western agri- 
culture being caught in the predica- 
ment it has been in for the past | 
five years. 


LANDS MAPPED 

The survey proceeds on the prin- | 
ciple that you can not tell whether | 
land is good simply by taking a 
sample of the soil and analyzing it | 
in a laboratory. Some yeers ago) 
extensive soil surveys were made 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan and 
most of the farm lands were map- 
ped and classified according to 
quality of soil 

Proceeding from that basis the 
economic survey takes into ac- 
count the actual results obtained 
from f:rming. It is related to the 
soil survey and in some respects | 
corrects and amplifies it. 

The first report on the P. F. R. 
A. states: “Information regarding | 
the economic returns of farms lo- 
cated on different soil types is es- | 
sential to an appraisal of the effi- 
ciency of methods and _ practices | 
adopted and the possibility of ob- 
taining a living from farms located 
in such areas, 

“Data are being secured on the 
size of holdings, land tenure, crop 
yields, livestock production, farm 
receipts and expenses, cropping 
practices, livestock carrying ca- 
pacity, indebtedness, operator's 
history, settlement of the area 
and farm abandonment. | 

“When these data have been ana-| 
lysed the information should be a} 
guide to the future policy of land 
utilization in these areas. This study 
is the first of its kind in Canada.” | 


AID FROM AIR 

Each summer for the past three 
years young men from the universi- 
ties and government offices have} 
been travelling around the prairies| 
asking questions of farmers and 
checking over records in municipal | 
offices. From the farmers they 
learn of their success or failure and} 
their methods of tillage, their crop} 


yields, their livestock. From the 
municipal records they learn of 
debts, tax arrears and relief pay- 
ments, 

This summer a new agency was} 
called into action on the survey— 
the Royal Canadian Air Force. The | 
airmen are photographing the 
country.

GUIDE PURCHASES 


Such land, in the view of 
agricultural economists, should

Even if no legal restriction is} 
placed on land use knowledge of 
the real facts will tend to prevent 
tragic mistakes. A farme! will also 
know that if he is settling on mar- 
ginal or fair wheat land he should 
have a large farm and, if possible 
combine livestock with grain grow.

Received At 
Royal Palace - 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Grey Owl, 
Canadian Indian naturalist who 
was “a poor frightened savage 
when he first appeared in London 
on the stage with Buffalo Bill, re- 
turned from the Empire's capital 
today full of “big talk”* about his 
reception at Buckingham Palace by 
“The Great White Father.” 

“I told the King what I was do- 
ing toward conservation of his 
animal subjects,” the Indian told 
newspapermen as he arrived from 
London in the liner Berengaria, 

| resplendent in beaded buckskins 
| and with a single eagle plume in 
his black braids. “His Majesty said 
he was ‘all for it’.” 

NOT VERY PLEASED 

However, the “friend of the 
beaver people’ — people because 
Grey Owl considers Canada’s in- 
dustrious little animal emblem the 
most human denizen of the wilds— 
was not so pleased with some of 
the “Great White Father's” white 
subjects. 

He referred feelingly to the re- 
fusal of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation to let him deliver a 
lecture to children last week be- 

| cause he planned to speak against 
“blood sports” such as fox-hunting. 
| The BBC ruled out that part of the 
lecture as controversial. 

“It seemed to me,” the naturalist 
said, “that the B.B.C, was putting 
| the opinion of a minority over the 
welfare of children, I do not con- 
| sider the blood sports human, and 
‘in honesty to myself I insisted that 
plea to children not to engage in 
| such sports be included in the lec- 
| ture.” 
| BOTH ADAMANT 

The B.B.C. was adamant. So was 
Grey Owl. He packed his bags and 
sailed for a_ three-month lecture 
tour of the United States. With him 
came his pretty, dark-haired wife 
of 28, Silver Moon or Washe-Ski- 
Tibicun. 

“Queen Elizabeth and the prin- 
cesses, Margaret and Elizabeth, said 
they would like to come back with 
us to Beaver Lodge, north of Prince 
Albert,” said Silver Moon, “The 
princesses are sweet children.” 

The Canadian north country, said 
Wa-Sha-Quon-Asin (Grey Owl's 
Indian name), is the Dominion’s 
greatest asset. To keep it as such, 
he believes its wild life should be 

4naintained and that the Indians 
should be given the job of doing it. 

“If that were done, the Indian 
could hold up his head as a solid, 
constructive citizen of the Domin- 
ion.” 

HAS LEARNED A LOT 


In 1906 Grey Ow] went to London 
as “a savage Apache warrior” in 
Buffalo Bill's Wild West Show. 
Since then he has come a long way. 
He has learned his perfect English. 
He has become the “friend of the 
beaver people.” 

“I started as a poor frightened 
Savage on a stage in a_ theatre in 
London,” said Grey Owl, “and [ 
ended up talking to King George in 
Buckingham Palace, ... But I want 
to go back to Saskatchewan's north 
couniry. We want to see our five- 
year-old daughter, Shireley Dawn, 
and our two best friends—Jelly Roll 
and Raw-hide, the beaver, who al- 
| Ways stay home.”
